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Sir: 

The United States Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) mailed a Notice 
of Abandonment on January 3, 2005 for the subject application stating that the 
corrected drawings were not timely filed as required within the three-month period 
set in the Notice of Allowability. 

The Applicant's attorney first became aware of this Notice of 
Abandonment when another law firm, McGuire Woods LLP., faxed us a copy of the 
Notice which was mistakenly mailed to their law firm by the PTO. The Applicant's 
attorney called the Examiner promptly after receiving the faxed copy of the Notice to 
confirm that the Notice of Abandonment was properly issued to the correct file in 
light of the incorrect mailing address of the Notice.
